tion or proportion than he hath by che firſt popular funda- 
mental conſticution : And in caſe of deficieacy, the colle- 
Rive body may ſupply in Church or State the defects of 
his Government, For male-adminiſtracion, the King is 
cenſurable z for enormous errours he is depoſcable, and 
they may diſiaherit his poſterity.

XI. That a defenſive War is lawſuþ againſt a bad 

King, or a weak King ſeduced by malignant Coun- 
el. 


XII. They may oppoſe and reſiſt all his Officers and 
Commiſſioners by force and violence, if they come to 
execute his illegal commands: and if he will be ſo obfſti- 
nate that he will come in Arms againſt theſe good Chri- 
ſtians, they reſiſt not his Authority but his Will, not his 
office, but his perſon: Beſides their practice upon theſe 
grounds, isto bring all caſes, all cauſes, under their cog- 
nition and judgment, ſ#ub formalitate ſcandali, by which 
the King is robbed of his ſacred Prerogative, the Judges 
of their Authority, and all Subjects of their right and qui- 
et. The reſt of their extravagant Maxims inconſiſtent 
with Monarchy, and the peace of Goverament, are re- 
ducible to theſe heads, :
